revolted. 
The 


screws were applied. The great life 
insurance companies, the big Eastern 
banking institutions, the railroad com- 
panies; all money concerns of magni- 
tude, opened their treasuries and con- 
tributed largely to the McKinley cam- 
paign. 
No such flood of wealth ever 


before percolated throughout the coun- 
try into the hands of campaign man- 
agers. 
Checks of colossal magnitude
